L havo for somo time been thinking of writing an artiola for 
your columns respocting the progress of Spiritualism in this 
part of the country having had a pretiy good opportunity of 
tosting its morits, my father and litte sister, aged thirteen 
yours, boing mediuma, Ut has been about one year and a halt 
since the manifestations were first witnessed in this neighbors 
hood, since which time J have striven to investigate the subs 
jeot with candor and seriousness, Afora careful oxamina» 
tion, I have become convinced that they truly are of a spiritual 
origin, s 

Wo have, perhaps, had less of the table-moving operations 
here than have boon soon in some other localities ; although 
such exhibitions have frequently been witnessed, The mane 
ifestations here are mostly communicated through writing and 
spoaking mediums, My sister in a very clear seeing modinm, 
Sho often distinotly sees Spirits when awake and about her 
work or studios, Many times during the circle she can 
avo the room filled with the Spirits of our departed friends, 
Au such times her eyes become fixed, and sometimes she is 
unable to speak, At such timon the Spirita use her as a mos 
dium for writing, Sho bas also been influenced to play upon 
muaical instruments Which aho had never before attamptod— 
with considerable avooers, though somewhat faulty as to Aima, 
Ono evening at a circle, several mediums being present and 
all in a trance state, it was communicated through one of them 
that wo wara requested to aing a partioular hymn, There 
wore lying on the tablo some half a doxen hymn books, ng 
two being alike, One of the mediums present (but not the 
ano through whom the request had boen made) took wp the 
hymn books ona afer another, his eyes being closed, aolooted 
the desired hymn from each, and passed them to diferent 
persona in the room, It was evident that no deception oould 
have been used in the ease, ‘This war considered aw a vory 
convinelng manifestation, l have alao heard by Spirita, 
through mediums, moat excellent preaching, One of the

by any person in the flesh, A litle orphan boy, whio in a 
trance state, said that his mother was goimy to sing him a song, 
She then commenced singing, through the medium, a hymn 
of the most exquisite beauty and sweetness, which, combined 
with the Æolian voice of the medium, seemed Like a gush from 
the pure fount of inspiration, | can never forget that angel's 
song, It was to the effect that, although the world looked 
coldly on her little son, God would protect tho frieudless or- 
phan, When the medium awoke, he said he only wished we 
could have heard the beautifil hymn his mother had just sung 
to him.

It is, however, to be regretted that such a plurality of doo- 
trines are taught by Spirits in different sections of the country, 
There seems to be a constant clashing of the doctrines they 
teach, particularly in regard to the final elevation of all men to 
happiness, And I can perceive in some of the writers of the 
Triwerarn a decided preference for the doctrine of the pro- 
gression of every Spirit to perfection, Now that there is no 
such place as a “hell of hopeless, unmitigated misery,” I 
can not, by the communications I have received from truthful 
Spirits, feel justified in believing, Stl I am open to convie- 
tion—am ever ready and anxious to investigate, Happy at 
all times to exchange error for truth, I would be glad, if in the 
wrong, to be convinced, All the mediuma I have seen con- 
cur in declaring the certainty of che utter wretohedness of all 
such as have lived wickedly in this life, They all tell of the 
intense agony and despair of those who led a difè of sin and 
open rebellion against all good, There are many, very many 
turbulent, blasphamous Spirits, whose chief aim seems to be 
to wark mischief, Some of them seem to take delight in their 
licontious witticisms, vulgarity, and drollery, Such Spirita

Tux Misstxe Contecror.—Albert S. Ely, the missing collector of the 

town of Stockbridge, Madison County, an account of whose mysterious 
disappearance a few weeks ago was published by us at the time, has not 
been found, and his present whereabouts is enveloped in doubt and mys- 
tery. 
We learn that a clairvoyant at Oriskany Falls was consulted, who stated 
that Mr. E. had been murdered, and his body at first concealed in a hollow 
stump, near a lime-kiln in the vicinity of Oriskany Falls; that the body 
was subsequently removed, and secreted under a pile of stones—the loca- 
tion of which was minutely described. So great was the confidence in the 
statements that a number of persons made search and found the stump 
I precisely as indicated by their informer, and also ſound where the stones 
had been, bat learned that the stones had recently been removed and placed 
in the lime-kiln. A further consultation was had with the elairroyant, 
who stated that the body of the missing man was now in the kiln, Prep- 
arations were being made to remove the stone from the kiln which had 
not been bumed ; the owner of the kiln, it is said, making objections to 
the removal, a justice of the peace of the town was applied to for a war- 
rant, but the magistrate did not deem the proofs sufficient to authorize the 
issuing of one, 

Thos the matter rests; whether the stones have been subsequently re- 
moved from the kiln we are not informed.
